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Judge  Orders  Inclusion  in  BI  *76 

Rhode  Island  Gays  Win  Bicentennial  Suit 


PROVIDENCE,  RI  —  “Does  the 
Bicentennial  Commission  need  remind¬ 
ing  that,  from  the  perspective  of 
British  loyalists,  the  Bicentennial  cele¬ 
brates  one  of  history’s  greatest  illegal 
events?” 

With  these  words,  Judge  Raymond 
J.  Bettine  dismissed  objections  from 
the  Rhode  Island  Bicentennial  Com¬ 
mission  (RI  ’76)  and  gave  the  green 
light  for  gay  participation  in  this  year’s 
state  bicentennial  celebrations. 
Towards  a  Gayer  Bicentennial,  an  ad 
hoc  group  led  by  MCC  Providence 
Minister  Joseph  Guilbert,  had  original¬ 
ly  asked  RI  ’76  for  permission  to  use 
the  Old  State  House  at  150  Benefit 
Street  in  Providence  as  a  site  for  a 
congress  of  “people  with  gay  con¬ 
cerns,”  to  be  held  Saturday,  June  26. 
The  congress  was  to  be  part  of  Gay 
Pride  celebrations  in  Providence.  After 
RI  ’76  refused  to  grant  gays  parity  with 


other  minority  groups  (Blacks,  Portu¬ 
guese,  Italians,  Jews),  Towards  a 
Gayer  Bicentennial  brought  the  Bi¬ 
centennial  Commission  into  court. 

In  his  ruling,  Judge  Bettine  gave  the 
Rhode  Island  Bicentennial  Com¬ 
mission  one  week  to  endorse  the  gay 
group’s  proposal  or,  as  an  alternative, 
to  write  in  “clear  and  precise  terms 
capable  of  even-handed  application” 
the  standards  to  be  used  in  evaluating 
all  proposals. 

If  the  Bicentennial  Commission 
wishes  at  this  time  to  formulate  new 
standards,  according  to  the  judge,  then 
Toward  a  Gayer  Bicentennial  is  en¬ 
titled  to  file  a  new  proposal  as  well. 
The  Commission  then  would  have  five 
days  to  approve  the  new  proposal  or 
give  a  “clear  and  precise  written 
explanation  of  any  other  decision.” 

Judge  Bettine  rejected  without 


equivocation  the  arguments  Bicenten¬ 
nial  Commission  chairperson  Patrick 
Conley  as  to  why  RI  ’76  refused  to  give 
permission  for  gay  participation. 
When  Conley  charged  that  certain 
sexual  practices  “advocated  by  the  gay 
movement  were  illegal,”  Judge  Bettine 
replied,  again  alluding  to  the  American 
Revolution,  that  “I  cannot  help  but 
note  the  irony  of  the  Bicentennial 
Commission  expressing  reluctance  to 
provide  a  forum  for  the  plaintiffs’ 
exercise  of  their  First  Amendment 
rights  because  they  might  advocate 
conduct  which  is  illegal.” 

When  the  Commission  claimed  that 
there  was,  in  fact,  no  connection 
between  gay  people  and  the  American 
Bicentennial,  Judge  Bettine  disagreed. 
“It  would  seem  to  this  court,”  he  said 
in  his  decision,  “that  the  plaintiffs’ 
proposal  .  .  .  meets  the  Commission’s 


standards  for  endorsement.”  Rev. 
Guilbert,  speaking  for  Towards  a 
Gayer  Bicentennial,  had  argued  that 
“gay  people  have  always  been  here  and 
always  played  an  important  part  in  the 
country.” 

A  spokesperson  for  RI  ’76  told  GCN 
that  the  Bicentennial  Commission 
would  “abide  by  the  judge’s  decision.” 
Rev.  Guilbert  came  in  and  picked  up 
the  guidelines  today.”  The  spokes¬ 
person  indicated  that  the  Commission 
had  no  intention  to  fight  gay  participa¬ 
tion  any  further.  Rev.  Guilbert  called 
the  decision  a  “victory.”  “I  can’t  see 
how  we’ll  have  any  problem  now,”  he 
said. 

Towards  a  Gayer  Bicentennial  now 
plans  to  follow  the  State  House 
meeting  on  June  26  with  a  march 
through  downtown  Providence  and  a 
prayer  vigil. 


Boston  City  Council  Says  ‘No’  to  Gay  Meeting 


BOSTON  —  The  Boston  Gay  Pride 
Planning  Commitee’s  attempt  to  hold 
a  meeting  in  the  Boston  City  Council’s 
Chambers  during  Gay  Pride  Week  has 
ended  in  failure  as  no  council  member 
could  be  found  to  sponsor  and  to  be 
present  at  that  time.  The  right  to  hold 
meetings  at  the  City  Hall  Chambers  is, 
in  theory,  open  to  any  organization 
which  can  find  a  sponsor.  The  concept 
of  meeting  has  become  a  focus  of 
intense  controversy  because  of  the

BOSTON  —  On  Wednesday,  June 
2,  Susan  Saxe  was  taken  by  US 
marshals  from  Worcester  County  Jail 
in  Massachusetts  to  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
rectional  Center  (MCC),  a  federal 
detention  center  for  women  in  New 
York  City.  Saxe  was  given  no  advance 
warning  of  the  transfer  and  had  barely 
enough  time  to  call  her  attorneys. 


NEW  YORK  —  As  was  announced 
in  GCN’s  “New  York  Revelations” 
recently,  there  will  only  be  one  New 
York  Christopher  Street  Liberation 
Day  March  despite  well-publicized 
disputes  within  New  York’s  gay  com¬ 
munity.  At  one  time  both  a  “bar- 
oriented”  committee,  which  called 
itself  CSLD  INC.,  and  a  “movement- 
oriented”  committee  called  Christo¬ 
pher  Street  Liberation  Day  ’76  were 
planning  rival  marches.  However, 
as  of  May  11,  the  “bar-oriented” 
committee  withdrew  their  parade 
plans,  leaving  the  field  open  to  the 
“movement”  committee.  “The  Gay 
Post”  is  still  planning  its  all-day-long 
Gay  Walk  up  and  down  5th  Avenue  on 
the  same  day. 

The  march  will  begin  at  noon  on 
Sunday,  June  27,  at  Christopher  Street 
and  Sheridan  Square.  It  will  proceed 
east  on  Christopher  Street  to  Sixth 
Avenue,  where  it  will  go  north  to  a 
rally  in  Central  Park.  The  rally  will 
begin  at  2  p.m.  and  will  feature  both 
entertainers  and  political  speakers,  to 
be  announced  within  a  week. 

Lesbian  groups  will  lead  the  march. 
By  a  vote  of  a  community  meeting. 


weekly  meetings  held  in  the  chambers 
by  the  anti-busing  organization, 
ROAR  (Restore  Our  Alienated  Rights). 

The  attempt  to  gain  gay  access  to  the 
city  council  chambers  started  about  a 
month  ago  when  members  of  the  Gay 
Pride  Planning  Committee  approached 
sympathetic  Councilperson  Larry  Di- 
Xara.  After  DiCara  told  the  group  that 
he  would  be  out  of  town  during  that 
week,  a  letter  was  sent  to  the  other 
members  of  the  generally  conservative 


•  council.  After  no  one  responded,  Greg 
Hanifan  of  the  Gay  Pride  committee 
began  to  contact  council  members 
personally.  “Two  or  three  said  they 
were  busy  and  the  others  simply  said 
no,”  reports  Hanifan.  “Council  presi¬ 
dent  Louise  Day  Hicks  said  that  she 
would  OK  the  request  if  we  found  a 
sponsor  but  she  wouldn’t  sponsor  it. 
Another  councilperson  wouldn’t  even 
let  me  in  his  office,”  Hanifan  said. 

“Of  course  I’m  disappointed,” 


days  before  she  was  transferred  again 
to  Nassau  County  Jail  on  Long  Island. 
No  reason  was  given  for  the  second 
transfer  (back  to  a  state  institution), 
but  there  is  speculation  that  the  federal 
government  decided  it  was  not  a  good 
idea  to  have  Susan  Saxe  and  Jane 
Alpert  in  the  same  prison.  (Alpert,  a 
fugitive  for  many  years,  turned  herself 
in  to  federal  authorities  last  year  and 
pled  guilty  to  conspiracy  charges 
involving  anti-war  work.  A  controver¬ 
sy  surrounds  Alpert,  as  some  people 
(Continued  on  page  6) 


Hanifan  told  GCN.  “But  I  think  it  was 
definitely  worth  doing.  This  is  the  first 
time,  as  far  as  I  know,  that  the  council 
has  ever  had  to  deal  with  gay  people  or 
the  gay  issue.  They  were  weirded  out 
by  it.  There  was  a  real  sense  of  shock 
because,  unlike  in  the  legislature  and 
the  State  House,  they’ve  never  had  to 
deal  with  gay  issues.  One  aide  of  a  city 
councilor  asked  me  very  sincerely  if 
there  was  discrimination  against  gay 
people  in  Boston.  We  have  to  push 
people  a  bit;  we  have  to  confront  the 
council  and  make  them  deal  with  us.” 

Hanifan  strongly  urged  gay  people 
to  write  or  call  Council  President 
Louise  Day  Hicks  to  protest  to  the 
Council  on  the  unavailability  of  the 
chambers  for  the  meeting.  “Hicks  is 
the  focal  point  simply  because  she’s  the 
president,”  Hanifan  said. 

Hanifan  also  noted  that  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Committee  was  now  attempting  to 
negotiate  with  Mayor  Kevin  White  to 
find  a  place  for  a  meeting  in  another 
part  of  City  Hall.  The  Mayor  is  in 
charge  of  most  of  the  building  while 
the  council’s  authority  only  extends  to 
his  chambers.  White  recently  signed  an 
executive  order  barring  discrimination 
against  gay  people  in  city  employment. 


Saxe  Transferred  to  New  York  Jail 


One  March  for  New  York 


floats,  which  will  be  screened  by  a 
committee  consisting  of  an  equal 
number  of  women  and  men  to  elimin¬ 
ate  any  sexist,  ageist,  classist  or  racist 
references,  will  bring  up  the  rear  of  the 
march.  Some  of  the  groups  planning 
floats  are  Dykes  and  Tykes,  a  new 
lesbian  mothers  organization;  Mich¬ 
ael’s  Thing;  the  Church  of  the  Beloved 
Disciple;  the  Gay  Actors  Collective; 
and  Parents  of  Gays. 

A  community  meeting  has  voted  that 
the  march  support  the  repeal  of 
sodomy  statutes  and  the  passage  of  gay 
civil  rights  legislation.  The  meeting 
also  voted  to  endorse  the  New  York 
State  Coalition  of  Gay  Organizations’ 
demonstration  at  the  Madison  Square 
Garden  site  of  the  Democratic  Conven¬ 
tion  on  July  11. 

Honorary  grand  marshals  for  this 
year’s  event  include  Gore  Vidal,  Rep. 
Elaine  Noble,  Ty  Pinney  (owner  of  the 
Boots  and  Saddles  bar  in  New  York 
City),  Lyn  Rosen  (Managing  Editor  of 
GCN),  Rev.  Troy  Perry  of  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Community  Church,  and  Sydney 
Abbott,  author  of  Sappho  Was  a  Right 
On  Woman. 


The  government  claims  that  she  was 
transferred  because  of  a  dispute  be¬ 
tween  state  and  federal  authorities  over 
who  should  foot  the  bill  for  her 
incarceration.

GREER  ARREST 

NEW  YORK  —  Michael  Greer’s 
business  secretary  has  been  arrested 
and  charged  with  the  murder  of  the 
famed  gay  interior  decorator.  Greer, 
who  was  found  strangled  in  his 
apartment  last  month,  decorated 
rooms  in  the  White  House  during  three 
administrations.  His  secretary,  Joseph 
Remette,  was  questioned  several  times 
since  Greer’s  body  was  found,  police 
said.  No  motive  has  been  given  for  the 
slaying.

Several  Bay  Village  avenues 
were  closed  to  traffic  all  afternoon  as 
over  a  thousand  persons  crowded  the 
neighborhood.  Among  those  in  attend¬ 
ance  were  State  Rep.  Barney  Frank, 
Boston  Police  Commissioner  Robert  J. 
DiGrazia  and  Police  Supt.  John  Doyle, 
as  well  as  the  many  gay  residents  of  the 
Bay  Village.

FAMILY  HOUR 

NEW  YORK  —  The  National  Gay 
Task  Force  has  offered  its  support  to 
the  Writers  Guild  of  America  West, 
Inc.,  in  its  suit  against  three  television 
networks,  the  National  Association  of 
Broadcasters,  and  the  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  Commission  to  enjoin  the 
“family  hour.”  If  an  appeal  is 
necessary,  NGTF  has  offered  to  file  an 
amicus  brief. 

The  reason  for  NGTF  interest  is  its 
suspicion,  which  it  believes  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  testimony  at  the  “family 
hour”  hearings,  that  gay  characters 
and  relationships  are  being  systemati¬ 
cally  and  deliberately  excluded  from 
network  shows  aired  during  the  early 
evening  hours. 


NEW  YORK  REVELATIONS 


BUSH  BUST 

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  MDC  police 
last  Wednesday  arrested  two  men  on 
charges  of  “unnatural  acts,”  at  the 
Cambridge  “Bird  Sanctuary,”  op¬ 
posite  Browne  and  Nichols  school. 
Several  frequenters  of  the  well-known 
cruising  area  reported  to  GCN  that 
uniformed  police  in  marked  cars  have 
been  patrolling  the  area  on  a  regular 
basis  using  bullhorns  and  searchlights. 
One  person  reported  that  a  police 
officer  had  his  gun  drawn  and  was 
saying  “Faggots  get  out  of  there.” 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  CA  —  A  male- 
to-female  transsexual  has  failed  in  an 
attempt  to  receive  Medi-Cal  funds 
from  the  state  of  California  to  finance 
a  sex  change  operation.  San  Francisco 
Superior  Court  Judge  Edward  Cragan 
ruled  last  week  that  Medi-Cal  funds 
could  not  be  used  to  pay  for  sex  change 
operations.  The  Judge  classified  the 
operation,  for  which  the  transsexual 
had  requested  $5,000,  as  “cosmetic 
rather  than  medical.”  The  case  went  to 
court  after  Gina  Baillie  had  been 
turned  down  in  his  appeal  to  the  head 
of  California’s  Department  of  Health 
for  Medi-Cal.

McCarthy  Supports  Gay  Rights 


BOSTON  —  Political  iconoclast  and 
presidential  candidate  Eugene  Mc¬ 
Carthy,  whose  anti-war  challenge 
forced  Lyndon  Johnson  from  office  in 
1968,  reiterated  his  support  for  gay 
rights  last  Tuesday  at  a  news  confer¬ 
ence  at  Boston’s  Parker  House.  The 
former  Minnesota  Senator,  who  is  now 
running  as  an  independent  candidate 
for  president  this  year,  was  in  Boston 
to  gain  support  for  his  petition  drive  to 
gain  a  place  on  the  Massachusetts 
ballot.  McCarthy  is  presently  on  the 
ballot  in  seven  states,  and  is  now  in  the 
process  of  filing  petitions  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  Maine,  and  hopes  to  be 
officially  recognized  in  40  to  45  states 
by  November. 

When  asked  by  GCN  his  position  on 
gay  rights,  McCarthy  asserted,  “The 
civil  rights  of  homosexuals  should  be 


the  same  as  everyone  else’s.  That  was 
my  position  when  I  ran  in  1968  and 
that’s  my  position  today.” 

McCarthy  stressed  the  issues  of  the 
increasing  “militarization”  of  Ameri¬ 
can  life  and  economy,  unemployment 
(“the  need  to  redistribute  work”),  and 
the  question  of  “how  to  best  use  the 
resources  of  the  country.”  He  also 
discussed  the  need  for  an  “open 
politics”  and  a  “conception  of  the 
office  of  president.” 

The  former  Senator  stated  that  he 
was  “not  radical,  just  rational”  and 
that  he  was  not  running  “on  the  war 
[Vietnam]  issue.”  The  candidate  as¬ 
sailed  Democratic  frontrunner  Jimmy 
Carter  as  a  “homogenized  compro¬ 
mise”  and,  his  acerbic  wit  very  much  in 
evidence,  categorized  a  choice  between 
Ford  and  Carter  as  akin  to  “dividing 
sawdust.”

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Licensing  Board  To  Rule  on  Sporters’  Expansion

BOSTON  —  Boston’s  most  popular 
gay  men’s  bar  was  the  topic  on  the 
agenda  last  week  as  the  Boston 
Licensing  Board  heard  a  petition  of 
Sporters  Cafe  on  Cambridge  Street, 
Beacon  Hill,  to  enlarge  their  premises 
by  acquiring  a  vacant  office  next  door. 
Sporters’  manager  Jack  Rubin  told 
GCN  that  the  bar  was  looking  to 
expand  in  recent  months  because  of  the 
capacity  crowds  that  have  been  patron¬ 
izing  the  establishment  nightly.  Rubin 
explained  that  the  bar  had  eliminated  a 
pool  table  and  several  barstools  recent¬ 
ly,  and  felt  that  this  was  an  imposition 
on  its  customers. 

Rubin  and  his  attorney,  William 
Kitterman,  arrived  at  City  Hall  armed 
with  petitions  bearing  the  signatures  of 
680  of  the  bar’s  customers,  197 
residents  and  property  owners  in  the 
Beacon  Hill  area,  and  scores  of 
businesses  in  the  Cambridge  Street  and 
Charles  River  Park  afeas.  The  Boston 
Police  Department,  whose  officers 
(District  One  in  this  case)  are  the 
enforcing  agents  for  the  Licensing 
Board,  was  conspicuously  absent  from 
the  hearing.  Rubin  said  the  police  have 
called  his  bar  “the  best  run  bar  in 
Boston”  and  would  not  act  against  its 
expansion  petition.  Although  the  po¬ 
lice  have  reprimanded  Sporters  at  times 
in  the  past  for  overcrowding,  Kitter¬ 
man  said  that  there  has  not  been  an 
official  complaint  against  it  “over  the 
last  fifteen  years.” 

Pastor  Fiorentino  of  the  Church  of 
the  Christian  Assembly  (one  block 
away)  and  his  wife  Betty  were  the  only 
two  persons  who  spoke  in  opposition 
to  the  petition.  The  minister  began  his 
remarks  by  calling  alcoholism  “a 
plague  and  a  curse  to  this  country,” 
charging  it  with  the  uestruction  of 
family  life,  separating  parents  from 
their  children,  auto  accidents,  count¬ 
less  deaths,  and  a  cost  to  taxpayers  in 
the  millions.  He  also  asserted  that 
Sporters  patrons  clutter  the  sidewalk 


along  Cambridge  Street,  and  are  often 
drunk. 

The  pastor’s  wife,  who  teaches 
evening  classes  at  the  church,  called  the 
bar  “a  bad  influence”  on  children.  She 
was  the  only  person  at  the  hearing  to 


call  Sporters  “a  gay  bar,”  and 
suggested  that  a  state  law  prohibiting 
liquor  establishments  from  being  with¬ 
in  1000  feet  of  a  church  may  be  in 
violation. 

“I  respectfully  disagree  with  the 
minister,”  began  State  Rep.  Barney 
Frank  in  support  of  the  bar.  “This 
establishment  has  been  in  my  district 
for  over  three  and  one-half  years,  and 
never  have  I  had  one  complaint  about 
the  conduct  of  business  or  about  its 
patrons.”  Frank  added  that  until  1972, 
when  he  began  campaigning  for  his 
current  legislative  seat,  he  “didn’t 
know  the  bar  was  there  at  all.”  Frank 
said  that  he  was  concerned,  however, 
about  the  proposed  volume  of  expan¬ 


sion,  and  urged  Licensing  Board 
Chairman  Charles  L.  Byrne  to  defer  a 
final  decision  on  the  petition  until  the 
bar’s  management  finalizes  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  Beacon  Hill  Civic 
Association.  (Byrne  later  stated  that 


the  Board  would  not  decide  on  the 
petition  “for  at  least  a  week.”) 

Rep.  Elaine  Noble  was  the  next  to 
speak.  She  praised  the  bar  for  its 
“long-standing  record  of  community 
support,”  and  cited  its  contributions 
toward  holiday  dinners  for  elderly 
residents  of  the  Beacon  Hill/Back  Bay 
area  as  well  as  Christmas  gifts  for 
children  as  examples  of  community 
involvement.  “I  favor  their  expansion 
because  Sporters  has  assumed  a  re¬ 
sponsible  leadership  position  among 
bars,”  Noble  said. 

Steven  Odeski,  president  of  the 
Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association,  re¬ 
corded  his  organization  as  “not  op¬ 
posed”  to  the  bar’s  expansion.  He 


complained,  however,  that  the  BHCA 
had  been  given  less  than  a  week’s 
notice  of  the  hearing,  and  that  the 
bar’s  management  should  have  con¬ 
sulted  with  the  association  “months 
ago.”  Odeski,  a  resident  of  Joy  Street, 
said  one  condition  of  the  BHCA 
position  would  be  that  the  bar  continue 
to  post  no  identifying  signs  on  the 
stucco  building’s  front  door. 

Virginia  Hurley,  director  of  the 
Fenway  Community  Center,  praised 
Sporters  for  sponsoring  summer  camp 
for  many  indigent  Back  Bay  children. 
Echoing  Rep.  Frank,  Hurley  said  “It 
was  years  before  1  realized  that  this  was 
a  bar,”  and  rebuked  the  Fiorentinos  by 
adding,  “Not  all  people  who  drink  are 
alcoholics.” 

Kitterman  summed  up  the  bar’s 
petition  in  a  surprisingly  defensive 
final  statement.  He  asserted  that 
Sporters  had  “bent  over  backwards” 
for  the  neighborhood  association, 
published  a  notice  of  the  hearing  in  the 
May  29  Boston  Globe,  and  has  been  in 
existence  “years  before”  Fiorentino’s 
parish,  which  he  termed  “a  storefront 
church.”  Kitterman  added  that  drunk 
persons  are  often  seen  in  the  Beacon 
Hill  and  West  End  areas,  and  “just 
because  they’re  drunk  doesn’t  mean 
they  came  from  Sporters.” 

After  the  hearing,  Kitterman  told 
GCN  he  thought  the  bar  “had  made  an 
excellent  presentation”  and  felt  that 
the  Licensing  Board  would  act  favora¬ 
bly  on  the  proposed  petition,  which 
would  expand  Sporters  by  about  80  per 
cent,  within  two  weeks. 

The  supportive  statements  of  the 
neighborhood  associations,  local  resi¬ 
dents  and  businesses,  and  Reps.  Frank 
and  Noble,  as  well  as  the  absence  of  the 
police  department,  was  seen  as  es¬ 
pecially  significant  at  the  hearing  since 
all  of  these  elements  have  joined  forces 
numerous  times  in  the  past  to  oppose 
the  business  interests  of  two  contro¬ 
versial  gay  bars  in  the  Bay  Village.

Platform  Pressure  Builds  on  the  Democrats 


NEW  YORK  —  The  National  Gay 
Task  Force  is  continuing  to  wage  an 
active  fight  to  get  the  Democratic  Party 
Platform  Committee  to  consider  a  gay 
rights  plank  at  this  July’s  party 
convention.  At  this  point,  the  Task 
Force  is  lobbying  individual  members 
of  the  platform  committee  for  support. 
The  Democratic  Platform  Committee, 
headed  by  Massachusetts’  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  will  be  formulating 
the  platform  this  week,  June  14-16. 

The  NGTF  “recommendations”  for 
the  1976  platform  include  repeal  of  the 
sodomy  laws,  the  enactment  of  federal 
and  state  gay  civil  rights  legislation  in 
areas  of  employment,  housing,  public 
accommodations,  public  services,  and 
credit,  as  well  the  “End  to  all  social, 
economic,  and  legal  oppression  of 
women  and  men  because  of  their 
sexual  preference.” 

Other  Task  Force  recommendations 
support  a  presidential  executive  order 
protecting  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  the 
military,  deal  with  bars  to  gay  immi¬ 
grants,  tax  inequities  for  single  persons 
and  same-sex  couples,  and  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  sexual  preference  as  a 
factor  in  child  custody,  adoption, 
visitation  rights,  and  foster  parenthood 
decisions.  The  NGTF  also  demands 
“appropriate  Executive  Orders,  regu¬ 
lations,  and  legislation  banning  the 
compiling,  maintenance,  and  dis¬ 
semination  of  information  on  an 
individual’s  sexual  preference,  be¬ 


havior,  and  social  and  political 
activities  for  dossiers  and  data  banks.” 

The  committee,  composed  of  elected 
delgates  of  which  Jean  O’Leary  is  a 
member,  will  vote  either  to  accept  or 
reject  the  plank  as  either  a  minority  or 
major  plank.  If  25%  vote  in  favor  of 
the  plank  it  will  be  accepted  as  a 
minority  plank  and  if  51%  vote  in 
favor  of  the  plank  it  will  be  accepted  as 
a  major  plank.  What  does  this  mean? 
According  to  O’Leary:  “If  we  get  it 
accepted  as  a  major  plank  we’ve  got  it 
made.  We  can  just  rest  and  stay  home. 
If  we  get  it  accepted  as  a  minority 
plank,  it  will  mean  television  coverage 
during  the  convention.”  This  will  not 
be  the  first  time  a  plank  such  as  this 
will  be  voted  on  by  the  committee.  In 
1972  a  similar  plank  was  voted  on  and 
accepted  as  a  minority  plank.  How¬ 
ever,  according  to  O’Leary,  “We  had 
McGovern  then  and  things  were  a  lot 
easier.” 

Ginny  Apuzzo  of  the  National  Gay 
Task  Force  told  GCN  that  “It’s 
tremendously  important  that  the 
Democratic  Party  continues  its  positive 
civil  rights  position  that  began  in  1948, 
[when  the  Democrats  came  out  strong¬ 
ly  for  civil  rights  for  blacks].  But  it’s  a 
long  time  from  1948  to  1976  .  .  .  The 
Democratic  Party  tradition  makes  a 
demand  on  it  in  the  area  of  gay  civil 
rights.” 

Apuzzo  strongly  urged  that  gay 
people  write  letters  to  members  of  the 


platform  committee  strongly  urging 
them  to  include  gay  civil  rights  in  the 
Democratic  Party  platform.  Platform 
members  in  Massachusetts  include:

VIRGINIA  BEACH,  VA  —  Ensign 
Vernon  Berg  III  was  officially  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  US  Navy  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  June  3,  at  midnight,  after  US 
District  Court  Judge  Gerhard  Gesell 
refused  to  issue  a  temporary  restrain¬ 
ing  order  barring  the  dismissal.  Berg, 
whom  an  administrative  board  had 
recommended  for  discharge  because  of 
his  homosexuality  at  the  end  of 
January,  was  ousted  after  a  long  fight 
to  remain  in  the  Navy. 

Despite  his  refusal  to  issue  a 
restraining  order.  Judge  Gesell,  who 
became  a  national  political  figure 
during  the  height  of  the  Watergate 
revelations,  will  soon  rule  on  the  merits 
of  the  Berg  case.  Gesell  is  also 
scheduled  to  hear  the  case  of  ousted  US 
Air  Force  T.  Sergeant  Leonard  Matlo- 
vich.  According  to  Ensign  Berg,  Gesell 
is  “extremely  concerned  about  the 
nature  of  my  less-than-honorable 
discharge.  He’s  already  noted  ir¬ 
regularities  in  my  case.” 

In  his  refusal  to  issue  the  restraining

order,  Gesell  noted  that  Ensign  Berg 
was  unable  to  “prove  irreparable 
damage”  caused  by  the  Navy.  Judge 
Gesell  also  cited  the  US  Supreme 
Court’s  recent  upholding  of  the  rights 
of  individual  states  to  make  laws 
regulating  sexual  conduct  and  in¬ 
dicated  that,  if  he  decided  in  Berg’s 
favor,  the  High  Court  would  probably 
overrule  him. 

Ensign  Berg  told  GCN  in  a  telephone 
interview  that  he  and  his  lover, 
Lawrence  Gibson,  who  was  fired  from 
his  job  as  a  civilian  Navy  teacher 
because  of  his  involvement  with  Berg, 
had  virtually  no  money  left  to  continue 
to  fight  the  case  in  the  courts.  “This  is 
an  incredibly  expensive  process,”  Berg 
said,  “and  we  simply  don’t  have  any 
money  left.  We’re  desperate.  It’s 
reached  the  point  that  we’re  talking 
about  basic  survival  now.”

An  issue  which  has  been  on  my  mind  for  quite  some  time  has  once  again  been 
raised  by  a  recent  letter  to  the  editor  (“Dreamer’s  Lament,  Vol.  3,  No.  48). 
Unfortunately,  the  author  does  not  explore  the  real  problem  or  suggest  viable 
solutions  to  it.  1  am  referring  to  the  comment  that  “They  are  trying  to  destroy 
HCHS,  DOB,  Lambda,  P’town,  .  .  Our  real  destruction  will  not  come  at  the 
hands  of  the  government;  we  will  destroy  ourselves.  Sheri  has  a  very  real  point  in 
saying  that  we  must  unite. 

From  my  personal  experience  in  one  gay  organization,  I  saw  divisiveness  and 
harassment  of  the  worst  kind.  The  whole  organization  is  rotting  at  the  roots, 
because  some  members  refuse  to  “permit”  others  to  have  a  viable  voice  (which 
may  differ  from  their  own).  They  attempt  to  ostracize  (or  at  least  make 
unwelcome)  “undesirables”  (by  their  standards).  Unfortunately,  some  of  these 


undesirables  are  good  people  who  could  really  be  a  plus  if  given  a  chance.  These 
same  people  try  to  foil  every  attempt  on  the  part  of  “undesirables”  to  join  in 
fund-raising  for  the  organization.  Bickering  and  derogatory  remarks  are  the 
hallmark  of  meetings.  This  kind  of  quarreling  must  stop,  or  it  will  kill  us  all.  It  will 
kill  not  only  the  organization,  but  it  will  kill  the  spirit  of  the  members,  as  it  has 
killed  mine  and  that  of  so  many  before  me. 

How  can  we  ever  hope  to  gain  acceptance  from  the  straight  community 
(socially  or  legislatively)  when  we  cannot  accept  each  other?  There  must  be  unity  in 
our  appsoach,  and  unity  comes  through  understanding.  Understanding  comes 
through  communication  —  real  listening  —  not  waiting  for  your  turn  to  lash  out  at 
the  other  guy.  We  must  talk  to  each  other,  bury  our  little  hatchets,  and  set  about 
the  more  important  job  of  unifying. 

To  Sheri  and  all  the  other  leaders  out  there,  let’s  do  something  now  while  a 
little  therapy  can  still  help.  Let’s  not  wait  until  the  whole  animal  is  cancerous.  Let’s 
act  NOW,  while  the  brain  and  heart  can  still  function.  Remember;  ”a  house 
divided  against  itself  cannot  stand.”

Dear  Editor: 

I  noted  with  some  surprise  the  presence  of  an 
article  entitled  “Communist  Party  V.P.  Choice 
Downplays  Rights,”  in  the  June  5,  1976  issue, 
until  I  read  the  contem  of  the  article.  GCN  has 
consistently  been  guilty  of  ignoring  the  broad 
economic  issues  which  make  life  in  the  U.S. 
miserable  for  Blacks,  Chicanos,  Women  and 
other  diverse  "minorities”  as  well  as. for  Gays. 
GCN  has  consistently  failed  to  take  under 
consideration  a  critique  of  the  economic  struc¬ 
ture  of  Capitalism  which  makes  unemployment 
and  inflation  a  necessary  and  uncontrollable 
feature  of  everyday  life  in  the  U.S.  Yet,  this 
newspaper  consistently  focuses  on  a  variety  of 
narrow  economic  issues  which  are  presented  as 
being  “gay  economic  issues.”  The  point  is  that 
these  issues:  fair  housing,  fair  employment,  etc. 
cannot  be  wholly  solved  within  the  context  of 
Capitalism.  More  than  that,  however,  bourgeois 
government  can  only  give  us  bourgeois  “rights. 

It  cannot  give  us  true  social  freedom:  it  cannot 
give  us  the  freedom  to  walk  down  any  street 
holding  our  lover’s  hand.  We  must  stop 
confusing  “legal”  freedom  with  true  social 
freedom. 

There  are  Marxist  organizations,  and  specifi¬ 
cally  those  which  arose  out  of  the  opposition  to 
Stalin  by  Trotsky  which  have  taken  a  clear  and 
definite  pro-gay  posture  for  some  time.  The 
Socialist  Workers  Party  is  one,  and  I  have 
enclosed  literature  published  by  the  S.W.P.  on 
Gay  Liberation.  Gay  people  must  begin  to 
understand  that  although'  we  have  distinct 
problems  which  apply  only  to  gays,  we  share 
significant  and  more  fundamental  problems  with 
other  exploited  and  oppressed  peoples.  The  only 
solution  to  our  problems  is  a  coalition  with 
Blacks,  Women,  Chicanos,  Workers,  etc.  We  are 
different,  but  related.  We  cannot  be  merely 
different.  It  is  not  to  the  credit  of  GCN  that  such 
significant  issues  as  the  vicious  racism  aimed  at 
Blacks  in  Boston  is  rarely,  if  ever,  dealt  with.  You 
want  Marxists  to  come  out  for  gays  .  .  .  who  will 
you  “come  out”  for?  Will  you  continue  to 
see  the  world  through  gay  eyes  or  will  you  also 
begin  to  grasp  the  economic  structure  whose 
existence  makes  liberation  impossible  perse?  Are 
we  just  for  gay  liberation,  or  are  we  for  full 
social  liberation?  In  the  interests  of  space  I  have 
attempted  to  avoid  a  more  concrete  socio¬ 
economic  analysis.  If,  however,  you  would  be 
interested  I  would  be  happy  to  undertake  such  an 
analysis  from  the  perspective  of  one  who  is  a 
Marxist  lawyer  and  Instructor  of  Political 
Philosophy,  as  well  as  a  gay  person.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  due  to  my  legal,  political  and  academic 
affiliations  I  cannot  permit  my  name  to  be 
published.  Part  of  my  power  and  ability  to 
liberate  people  socially  and  legally  rests  on 
anonymity  vis  a  vis  governmental  and  institu¬ 
tional  authorities.

1  have  never  heard  any  complaints  from  its 
use.  As  Crisco  is  a  fairly  neutral  vegetable 
shortening,  and  certainly  is  in  no  way  toxic  to 
most  people  when  taken  internally,  there  could 
be  little  if  any  harm  when  applied  externally.  In 
fact,  I  am  told  that  many  actors  use  it  in  lieu  of 
cold  cream  for  the  removal  of  make-up. 
However,  as  with  most  substances,  a  very  small 
number  of  people  could  be  allergic  to  it.  If  you 
find  that  you  experience  any  kind  of  discomfort 
when  using  it,  or  other  cooking  oils,  etc.,  then  it 
would  be  best  to  switch  to  a  surgical  lubricant 
such  as  KY  or  similar  preparations.

Dear  GCN: 

I  am  quite  disturbed  over  the  letter  of  Bob 
Newton  that  appeared  in  GCN’s  issue  of  June  5. 
For  years,  the  National  Gay  Task  Force  has  been 
a  very  known  and  respected  organization  in 
bringing  about  changes  for  the  gay  communities 
at  large.  And  for  the  most  part,  it  was  done  by 
activists  like  Jean  O’Leary  and  Bruce  Voeller.  1 
am  fortunate  of  saying  that  I  met  Bruce  Voeller 
and  1  have  found  him  very  sincere  in  character 
and  quite  open-minded  to  various  proposals  that 
come  his  way. 

Fortunately,  I  have  been  in  various  forms  of 
political  work  since  the  age  of  16  years  old.  I  am 
willing  to  admit  that  I  have  heard  complaints 
from  individuals  that  have  sent  contributions 
through  the  mail  and  1  haven’t  acknowledged  a 
letter  of  thanks.  And  in  these  cases,  many  of 
these  contributions  haven’t  reached  us  or  very 
simply,  someone  in  the  postal  service  isn’t  doing 
their  job  in  delivering  mail.  In  any  case,  if  Mr. 
Newton  held  on  to  the  proper  receipts  of  the 
checks,  the  bank  that  issued  him  the  checks  can 
put  cancellation  on  such  checks  and  give  an 
immediate  refund. 

All  of  this  is  basically  “common  sense.”  A  few 
months  back,  I  had  a  problem  and  I  went  to  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force  about  it.  Instead  of 
being  pushed  around  and  “come  back  next 
time”  (what  you  hear  in  some  gay  organization’s 
offices),  my  problem  was  handled  by  a  polite  and 
sympathetic  staff  worker.  Within  a  short  time  of 
my  visit,  I  had  enough  answers  to  cure  my 
headaches  for  a  whole  year. 

So,  Mr.  Newton,  as  activists,  we  try  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  individuals.  And  when  we  can’t 
be  of  assistance,  these  individuals  sometimes 
think  that  we  failed  them.  Remember,  we  can’t 
please  everybody.  In  the  meanwhile,  I  would 
suggest  that  you  have  a  little  patience  and  trust 
the  capabilities  of  Jean  O’Leary  and  Bruce 
Voeller.  I  am  talking  from  experience  and  when  I 
held  out  my  patience,  the  NGTF  came  through. 

At  any  rate,  I  believe  you  owe  Jean  O’Leary 
and  Bruce  Voeller  an  apology.

Dear  GCN: 

Some  of  your  readers  may  be  interested  in  an 
article  on  Ellen  Grusse  and  Terri  Turgeon  and 
their  difficulties  with  a  New  Haven  Grand  Jury. 
It  was  written  by  Richard  Harris  and  appears  in 
three  parts  under  the  heading  “Annals  of  Law” 
in  the  New  Yorker ,  the  issues  of  5,  12,  and 
19  April,  1976.  The  first  part  gives  a  general 
background  of  the  case  and  brief  portraits  of  the 
two  women,  the  second  gives  a  history  of  the 
Fifth  Amendment  right  against  self-incrimination 
and  of  the  abuses  engendered  by  a  denial  of  that 
right;  the  final  part  describes  the  actual  grand 
jury  proceedings  that  led  to  the  jailing  of  Grusse 
and  Turgeon  and  concludes  with  their  release 
from  jail. 

It  is  a  very  timely  piece.  Susan  Saxe’s  trial  is 
coming  up,  and  Jill  Raymond  has  recently  been 
released  from  jail.  Furthermore,  I  think  that 
many  of  us  will  have  more  rather  than  less  to  do 
with  the  law  in  the  future,  and  I  think  it  is 
extremely  important  that  all  of  us  thoroughly 
understand  the  rights  and  limitations  of  the 
government  and  the  law.  That  is  particularly 
important  in  view  of  the  continued  and 
systematic  abuse  of  individual  rights  begun  by 
Messrs.  Nixon  and  Mitchell  and  upheld  by  the 
Burger  court  with  only  a  few  exceptions.  The 
abuses  were,  they  say,  well  intentioned:  they  are 
in  the  interest  of  efficient  government.  What 
they  and  their  supporters  forget  is  that  the 
Constitution  was  not  written  to  give  us  efficient 
government,  but  give  us  good  —  or  at  least 
fair  —  government.  And,  as  Mr.  Harris 
emphasizes,  since  efficiency  and  fairness  are 
often, in  conflict,  the  Constitution  often  requires 
the  government  to  be  inefficient  in  order  to  be 
fair.

Sister.  As  your  records  show,  I’ve  had  several 
iyears  experience  working  with  adolescents. 

I  was  accepted  as  a  Big  Sister  last  January.  My 
little  sister,  Charlene,  soon  discovered  that  I  was 
gay.  In  her  youthful  naivete  she  was  afraid  of 
having  me  as  a  Big  Sister  because  she  thought  I’d 
impose  my  beliefs  on  her.  Soon  after  that,  your 
organization  informed  me  that  I  would  have  to 
tell  the  parents  of  any  little  sister  I  may  have  in 
the  future  that  I  am  gay. 

For  many  months,  I’ve  experienced  emotional 
pain,  frustration,  and  anger  because  of  this 
unfortunate  incident.  First  of  all,  my  sexuality  is 
my  own  business  and  I  do  not  impose  my 
particular  beliefs  on  other  people.  Secondly,  I 
feel  that  I  am  a  sensitive  woman  who  only  wished 
to  help  others  through  your  organization  and 
you  have  judged  me  for  very  superficial  reasons. 

I  am  very  disappointed  in  the  Big  Sister 
Organization  and  I  believe  that  perhaps  you 
should  do  a  little  soul  searching  —  are  you 
perpetuating  old  prejudices  or  are  you  an 
organization  that  really  cares  about  people?

Dear  Editor: 

Having  seen  Chris  Williamson  in  concert  I  was 
able  to  relate  to  many  of  the  questions  raised  by 
your  reviewer,  Fran  Epstein,  and  having  seen 
other  (similar)  reviews  from  around  the  country 
of  Williamson’s  performances,  1  was  surprised  to 
find  that  Epstein  was  attacked  (personally  and  as 
a  reveiwer)  by  Marcella  Jenkins  in  a  letter  to  the 
editor  (GCN,  May  15,  1976). 

A  review  of  a  performance  is  necessarily 
subjective  (even  if  done  by  experienced,  pro¬ 
fessional  reviewers)  and  one  can  only  write  from 
one’s  own  perceptions  —  to  say  that  one  is 
pretending  to  be  intelligent  because  one  disagrees 
with  the  coverage  or  points  being  raised  will  not 
facilitate  clarity  and  as  for  the  “correct”  title  of 
the  song,  it  is  quite  usual  to  refer  to  a  song  by  the 
lyric  that  is  the  most  repeated  (as  in  this  case  — 
and  that  lyric  is  really  repeated  a  lot)  when  a 
printed  program  is  not  available. 

As  feminists,  we  are  learning  that  we  may  be 
permitted  to  change  traditional  forms  and  if  we 
find  we  need  to  resort  to  apologies  and/or 
excuses  within  our  writings  rather  than  proceed¬ 
ing  in  a  self-assured  (and  slickly  professional  — 
leaving  no  room  for  doubt  anyway)  manner,  who 
is  to  say  that  this  is  not  part  of  our  growth 
process? 

A  critic  (often  the  most  unappreciated  among 
us)  is  one  whom  we  expect  to  raise  questions  and 
to  help  us  learn  where  we  are  going.  As  Rita  Mae 
Brown  said,  “Criticizing  men  is  easy.  Criticizing 
women  is  painful.  Yet  we  do  each  other  a 
disservice  as  artists  if  we  pretend  it’s  all  quite 
marvelous,  and  we  weaken  the  intellectual 
growth  of  the  entire  Women’s  Movement  .  .  .” 

Let  us  continue  to  raise  questions  and  help 
each  other  along  the  growth-path  in  an  attitude 
of  support  and  openness  as  was  the  attitude  of 
Fran  Epstein  in  her  review.  Let  us  all  learn  and 
grow  together  and  try  to  be  a  little  kinder  to  each 
other,  after  all,  we  still  have  far  to  go.

have  claimed  that  she  collaborated 
with  government  investigations  into 
other  political  fugitives.) 

Tom  Shapiro,  one  of  Saxe’s  lawyers, 
talked  to  GCN  about  the  transfers  to 
New  York.  “We  think  the  transfer  was 
very  improper.  We  are  very  disturbed 
that  we  were  not  notified  in  advance. 
We  feel  very  strongly  that  this  inter¬ 
feres  with  preparing  the  defense.” 
Shapiro  went  on  to  say  that  he  felt  it 
was  rather  ironic  that  as  soon  as  they 
put  Saxe  in  a  federal  institution  they 
turned  around  and  put  her  back  in 
another  state  institution.  Shapiro  said 
that  the  double  transfer  made  the 
defense  question  the  government’s  real 
reasons  and  motives  for  moving  her. 
Saxe’s  attorneys  have  filed  a  motion 
with  Chief  Justice  Walter  McLaughlin 
to  have  Saxe  returned  to  Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Members  of  the  Susan  Saxe  Defense 
Committee  also  do  not  believe  that  the 
transfers  are  just  a  squabble  over 
money.  They  believe  that  it  fits  into  a 
pattern  of  government  harassment 
geared  towards  disrupting  the  defense. 
The  Defense  Committee  points  out 
that  Saxe’s  attorney’s  will  have  to 
spend  time,  energy,  and  money  going 
through  the  courts  to  try  to  get  Susan 
back.  This,  they  feel,  will  divert  them 
from  their  work  on  the  defense.  Karen

Karlson,  a  member  of  the  Defense 
Committee,  spoke  of  it  this  way: 
“Moving  Susan  to  New  York  disrupts 
the  political  work  of  the  defense 
committee  and  the  legal  work  of  her 
attorneys.  It  makes  Susan  less  accessi¬ 
ble  to  all  those  doing  work  around  her 
trial.  And  it  makes  things  harder  on 
Susan  herself.  It’s  like  the  government 
is  saying  to  her,  ‘Listen,  you  have  no 
power  or  control  over  your  life.  We 
can  do  anything  to  you  at  any  time.  We 
can  tie  up  your  lawyers  and  your 
defense,  we  can  take  you  away  from 
your  support.’” 

No  one  is  sure  at  this  time  when  Saxe 
will  be  returned  to  Massachusetts. 
Conditions  in  the  jail  are  reported  to  be 
harsh.  Saxe  was  in  isolation  from 
Friday,  June  4,  until  Tuesday,  June  8. 
One  morning  she  woke  up  to  find  mice 
crawling  over  her.  She  can  receive 
letters,  but  no  books,  magazines  or 
newspapers.  Her  visiting  list  is  re¬ 
stricted  to  two  people,  meaning  that 
Susan  is  cut  off  from  the  people  who 
had  been  seeing  her  most  regularly 
while  she  was  in  Worcester  County 
Jail.  Karen  Karlson  says  of  the  jail: 
“Some  people  have  said  to  us  the 
Nassau  County  Jail  is  a  really  bad 
place.  We  think  it  is  probably  a  very 
typical  jail  —  which  means  it  is 
terrible.  All  jails  and  prisons  are 
terrible.”

Gays  Look  to  the  Left  in  Italy’s  Election

ROME,  ITALY  —  Marco  Bianchi, 
a  gay  Roman  high  school  student, 
pointed  his  finger  to  his  head  and 
laughed:  “I  would  shoot  myself  if  I 
lived  in  America!”  Italians  are  horri¬ 
fied  at  tales  of  America’s  repressive 
legislation  against  homosexuals;  in 
Italy,  after  all,  there  is  not  a  single 
anti-gay  law.  But  to  anyone  contem¬ 
plating  a  jump  from  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge,  a  trip  through  Italy  is  no  gay 
ride. 

Legal  restrictions  are  hardly  neces¬ 
sary  in  a  country  where  Catholic 
dogma  lays  its  imprint  of  guilt  and 
homophobia  on  everyone’s  conscious¬ 
ness.  But  each  day,  gays  are  organizing 
liberation  movements  in  every  major 
urban  center.  Recently,  Marco  Pan- 
nella,  the  dynamic  leader  of  the 
Radical  Party,  spoke  on  television  of 
the  need  to  end  the  oppression  of 
homosexuals  in  Italy.  No  one  had  ever 
spoken  that  way  on  the  state-owned 
television  service. 

Pannella’s  speech  came  at  a  tumul¬ 
tuous  time  for  Italy.  It  is  possible  — 
for  the  first  time  in  history  —  that  the 
parties  of  the  -Left  together  will  win  a 
majority  of  the  parliamentary  seats  in 
the  June  20  elections.  The  government 
that  will  be  formed  afterwards  may 
include  Communist  cabinet  ministers 
—  for  the  first  time  since  1947,  when 
the  Communists  were  expelled  at  the 
urging  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Vatican.  And  it  is  in  the  midst  of  this 
weighted  political  climate  that  the 
struggle  for  homosexual  liberation 
takes  place. 

In  the  context  of  Italian  politics,  it  is 
logical  that  the  major  gay  organiza¬ 
tion,  Fuori!  (“Out”),  is  socialist  in 
orientation.  Both  an  authoritarian 
state  religion  —  represented  by  the 
Church’s  party,  the  ruling  Christian 
Democrats  —  and  the  history  of 
fascism  have  intensified  the  social 
contradictions  to  produce  a  broad 
culture  of  the  Left.  As  Fuori!  member 
Bianchi  pointed  out,  “Only  in  a  truly 
liberated  communist  society  can  the 
homosexual  be  integrated  as  a  whole 
being.”  Many  Italian  gays  agree. 

Fuori!  was  organized  in  1972,  at  first 
taking  its  cues  from  the  American  gay 
liberation  movement.  Its  members  — 
women  and  men  —  celebrate  the 
explosive  Stonewall  riots  in  Greenwich 
Village  as  the  birth  of  their  own 
movement,  and  this  year  on  June  27 


Fuori!  will  mark  the  event  with  a 
national  conference.  But  unlike  the 
American  male  homosexual  move¬ 
ment,  which  lost  its  revolutionary  and 
feminist  zeal  to  the  single-issue  cause 
of  legal  redress,  Fuori!  has  maintained 
a  Left  analysis. 

Bianchi  told  me  bluntly,  “We  don’t 
want  to  be  an  organization  for  all 
homosexuals.  Our  members  are  Marx¬ 
ists  working  for  a  socialist  society.” 
There  are  smaller  gay  groups  with 
approaches  similar  to  America’s  Mat- 
tachine  Society,  but  none  of  them 
attracts  members  in  the  numbers  that 
belong  to  Fuori! 

There  are  sixteen  Fuori!  chapters 
situated  in  Italy’s  largest  cities.  The 
headquarters  are  in  Milan,  where  the 
monthly  magazine  (also  called  Fuori!) 
is  produced.  But  the  organization  has 
gone  beyond  its  basic  program  of 
weekly  meetings  and  poltical  study 
groups  to  develop  a  “support  system” 
for  Italian  gays.  There  are  medical 
centers  with  gay  psychologists  and 
physicians,  and  legal  offices  with 
lawyers  to  defend  gays  against  employ¬ 
ment  discrimination  and  other  in¬ 
stances  of  civil  rights  infringement. 
These  problems  exist  even  though  there 
are  no  specific  anti-gay  laws. 

A  third  Fuori!  focus  is  social: 
“There  just  aren’t  places  to  meet,”  a 
young  gay  factory  worker  complained. 
“The  few  bars  [there  are  only  two  in 
Rome  and  three  in  all  the  rest  of  Italy] 
are  very  bourgeois  and  expensive.” 


Fuori!  comes  to  the  aid  of  homo¬ 
sexuals  with  weekly  parties  —  “Festa 
Gay.”  I  happened  on  a  weekly 
get-together  at  the  Fuori!  offices  in 
Rome,  and  met  an  American  who  has 
lived  in  Italy  for  four  years.  “It’s 
important  for  many  of  us  just  to  meet 
and  talk  with  each  other,”  Tom  Barnes 
said.  “We  need  comradeship,  not 
political  discussions  all  the  time  —  do 
you  know  what  I  mean?”  he  smiled. 

Fuori!  is  running  two  openly  gay 
candidates  on  the  Radical  Party  ticket 
in  the  elections  (a  number  of  members 
of  Parliament  are  picked  from  each 
party  according  to  the  percentage  of 
total  votes  the  party  receives  in  each  of 
forty  electoral  districts).  The  alliance 
with  the  small  but  growing  Radical 
Party  (it  does  not  yet  have  parliamen¬ 
tary  seats,  but  won  700,000  votes  in  the 
recent  local  elections  across  the  coun¬ 
try),  has  caused  the  biggest  controversy 
in  the  gay  organization.  Some  mem¬ 
bers  believe  it  is  a  waste  of  effort  to 
affiliate  with  a  party  that  may  not  get 
the  minimum  number  of  votes  in  a 
single  district  to  elect  a  Member  of 
Parliament.  They  argue  that  the  Radi¬ 
cal  Party  will  take  needed  votes  away 
from  the  Communist  and  Socialist 
Parties  which  are  on  the  brink  of 
attaining  power.  Others  disagree;  they 
say  that  the  separate  show  of  force  by 
homosexuals  will  command  attention 
rather  than  assimilation  into  the  bigger 
parties,  and  that  the  Left  will  be 
sensitized  by  the  campaign  to  the

problem  of  gay  oppression. 

Would  Communist  success  at  the 
polls  help  Italian  gays?  “Nothing 
much  will  change  at  first,”  Bianchi 
shrugged,  “because  it’s  not  a  question 
of  passing  laws  in  the  Parliament,  but 
of  changing  consciousness.  But  it  will 
be  better  in  the  long  run.” 

I  remarked  that  in  some  Communist 
countries  homosexuals  are  severely 
oppressed,  or  at  best,  branded  as 
misfits  and  social  deviants.  Bianchi 
admitted  that  such  was  the  case,  “But 
while  the  Italian  Communist  Party  has 
rigid  morals,”  he  continued,  “it’s 
much  different  than  in  the  government 
of  Cuba  or  the  Soviet  Union.” 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  evidence  to 
support  Bianchi’s  contention.  The 
Communist  Party  is  being  pressured 
from  its  own  left  wing  to  recognize  the 
“new  issues”  of  the  1970s:  civil 
liberties  for  non-Catholics,  sexual 
liberation,  and  the  rights  of  divorce, 
abortion  and  privacy.  For  example, 
while  the  official  Communist  line  still 
disapproves  of  abortion,  thousands  of 
Communist  Party  women,  alongside 
more  thousands  of  feminists,  marched 
recently  in  a  massive  demonstration  in 
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support  of  abortion  law  reform.  The 
party  learned  that  it  will  have  to 
rethink  its  conservative  doctrines  to 
keep  its  mass  appeal  in  the  next  decade. 

It  is  that  kind  of  pressure  which 
brings  a  sense  of  optimism  to  Fuori! 
members. 

Next  week,  millions  of  Italians  will 
be  voting  for  radical  change  in  Italian 
political  relationships.  A  victory  for 
the  Left,  despite  the  drawback  of 
conservative  values  remaining  within 
the  Left  parties,  will  surely  expand  the 
space  for  liberty  and  action  for  Italy’s 
gay  community. 

[John  Scagliotti  has  recently  returned 
from  Italy  where  he  was  reporting  on 
the  up-coming  elections  for  WBCN.  ] 
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Brian  Goodrich  is  the  GCN  author  known  for  his 
centerspread  article  on  hustling  (“Tools  of  the  Trade  ) 
and  the  love  story  of  an  older-younger  male  couple 
(“Penny  Candy”).  These  two  fine  prose  pieces,  much 
poetry  and  the  story  below  appear  in  Goodrich’s  new 
book  Lost  Among  the  Found.  The  book,  by  Rothgar  Press, 
has  been  a  gay  community  effort  with  cover  photos  by 
GCN  photographer  Don  C.  Hanover  III,  and  typesetting 
and  layout  by  Xanadu  Graphics.  It  is  a  beautifully-written, 
beautifully-produced  book,  a  tribute  to  the  cooperation 
between  gay  artists  and  business.

I  wonder  if  they  still  call  for  Ella  in 
the  bars  down  by  the  docks.  God 
knows,  I  tried  to  find  her  in  the  places 
smelling  of  beer  and  sweat,  where  the 
hungry  fed  and  those  most  lonely 
found  badly  needed  company.  The 
places  that  years  ago  we  both  called 
home  and  meant  it. 

The  years  have  tried  to  make  her  less 
real  for  me,  a  life  so  full  of  changes  in 
style  that  she  was  more  a  process  in 
time  and  place  than  a  mere  person.  An 
odd  combination  of  tenderness  and 
strength  that  made  her  mother  to  me. 

Like  a  basket. baby,  siTe  found' mqon 
her  doorstepT  ducking  the  rain  and  the 
cops,  a  shivering  shadow  in  wet  denim 
waiting  for  a  break  in  the  rain  or  my 
luck. 

“Baby-child,  you’re  going  to  catch 
your  death  out  here.  And  you’re  too 
pretty  for  us  to  let  that  happen.” 

I  turned  toward  the  husky  voice 
shaking  more  as  I  met  its  source.  There 
before  me  was  a  man  over  six  foot 
three  in  a  seam  split  dress  and  an 
unlikely  wig.  A  black  queen,  so 
obvious  in  her  inability  to  pass  as  a 
woman,  I  often  wondered  later  how 
she  ever  walked  into  a  supermarket  on 
any  afternoon  without  causing  a  small 
riot.  I  was  ready  to  run,  but  something 
in  her  concern  touched  me  as  genuine. 
Besides,  I  didn’t  get  called  pretty  that 
often. 

She  brought  me  up  to  her  apartment 
which  she  shared  with  two  of  her 
“sisters.”  I  went  up  the  stairs  hoping 
for  the  best,  something  to  eat  and 
maybe  a  place  to  sleep,  and  expecting 
the  worst,  awkward  sex  in  exchange  for 
those  needs. 

“Baby-child  get  out  of  those  wet 
things  and  put  this  robe  on,”  she  said 
handing  me  a  silk  kimono  which  took 
her  several  minutes  to  find,  under  the 
heaps  of  wrinkled  and  dirty  clothes 
strewn  about  the  bed.  And  I  thought, 
here  it  comes,  but  without  another 
word  she  modestly  left  the  room  as  I 
changed,  hanging  my  clothes  on  the 
lukewarm  radiator. 

I  followed  the  noise  of  her  pot 
banging  and  chuckling  to  herself  into 
the  kitchen  where  she  was  opening  up  a 
can  of  Chicken  Noodle  soup. 

“Now  Baby-child,  I  ain’t  much  of  a 
Jewish  mother  but  I’m  making  this 
chicken  soup  to  warm  you.  That  robe 
sure  isn’t  you  —  what  were  you  doing 
out  on  a  night  like  this  anyways?  Ain’t 
no  trick  goin’  to  pick  up  some  wet  old 
tom  cat.  Go  get  a  towel  and  dry  that 
hair.” 

Toweled  and  souped,  1  waited  for 
her  to  make  her  move,  neither  anxious 
for  sex,  nor,  eyeing  my  still  wet 
clothes,  anxious  to  leave.  The  move 
never  came.  She  did  shuck  off  her  heels 
and  wig  and  join  me  in  the  soup, 
explaining,  “Well,  I  already  look  bad 


enough  without  goin’  out  in  that  rain. 
No  sense  getting  myself  drown  for  no 
two  dollar  john.” 

We  spent  the  next  few  hours 
exchanging  lies  about  our  past,  drink¬ 
ing  coffee  with  brandy  in  it.  Both  of  us 
enjoying  the  talking,  both  of  us  people 
who  too  seldom  talked  to  anyone, 
neither  trusting  a  stranger  or  friend 
until  we  knew  their  price,  what  they 
were  really  after.  Neither  of  us  trusting 
ourselves,  denying  our  own  needs. 

At  about  three  o’clock  we  heard  the 
key  in  the  lock  and  the  stumbling, 
falling  and  crashing  of  two  very  drunk 
queens.  They  were  Miranda  and 
Jackie,  Ella’s  sisters.  I  was  slightly 
disturbed  to  realize  I  couldn’t  guess  or 
figure  Miranda’s  race  or  sex.  Jackie 
was,  though  falling  down  drunk,  a 
man  who  was  a  fairly  attractive 
woman.  Though  drunk,  both  were 
wide-eyed  to  find  me  there;  asking  Ella 
who  she  kidnapped  me  from. 

Ella  took  charge  immediately,  hush¬ 
ing  their  questions  about  me  and 
helping  them  into  the  bedroom.  I  had 
to  help  her  with  Miranda,  who 
alternately  stumbled,  hugged  and 
groped  me.  Before  turning  out  the 
light,  Ella  checked  each  of  them  for 
money,  pulling  crumpled  bills  from 
surprising  places. 

Once  back  in  the  kitchen  Ella 
counted  the  money  out  and  put  it  in  an 
empty  sugar  bowl  high  on  the  top 
shelf.  “Lord  knows,  I  have  to  do  this 
every  night.  Damned  if  I  understand 
why  they’d  rather  drink  than  eat.  That 
Jackie  could  have  a  steady  john  if  she 
wanted,  make  good  money  too.  Well 
anyhow,  now  that  they’re  tucked  in, 
we  may  as  well  get  some  sleep 
ourselves.  You  can  sleep  on  the  couch, 
I’ll  get  you  a  pillow.”  And  much  to  my 
silent  surprise  she  tucked  me  in  with  a 
smile,  a  quick  kiss  and  went  to  her  own 
bed.  The  brandied  coffee  sent  me 
quickly  to  sleep  feeling  warm  and  safe. 

The  next  morning  I  was  woken  by 
Ella  and  more  coffee.  “You  best  get 
dressed  before  them  two  man  eaters  get 
up,  else  there’ll  be  nothing  left  of  my 
baby-child.” 

Over  cold  cereal  and  toast  I  an¬ 
swered  her  questions  with  no  little 
amount  of  embarrassment.  No,  I 
wasn’t  living  anywhere  but  maybe  this 
john  I’d  met  the  other  night  would  let 
me  stay  at  his  place.  No,  I  didn’t  have 
any  money  on  me  and  yeah,  well,  I 
maybe  had  syph  and  yeah,  I’d  had 
crabs  for  awhile. 

Ella  looked  at  me  hard  in  the  eyes 
and  told  me,  no  questions  to  be  asked, 
that  for  now  I  was  living  with  her  and 
her  sisters  till  I  could  get  myself 
together.  And  so  I  spent  the  next 
several  months  in  what  was  to  be  my 
first  real  home. 

Ella  never  asked  a  penny  from  me, 


out  made  me  open  a  bank  account  so  I 
could  save  some  of  my  money  —  never 
letting  me  hustle  two  nights  in  a  row.  I 
did  use  some  of  my  money  for 
groceries  and  the  small  trips  that  we 
took. 

As  a  woman,  Ella  was  so  unconvinc¬ 
ing,  so  awkward  that  children  from 
blocks  away  would  stare  at  the  man  in 
the  dress.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  she 
could  trick  only  with  those  most  drunk 
and  desperate.  Never  leaving  home 
before  three  A.M.  Going  to  the  docks 
where  the  most  hungry  prowled. 

When  we  were  out  at  the  bars  for  fun 
or  fortune,  Ella  became  more  than 
mother  to  me.  As  a  shy  skinny  kid  I 
was  easy  prey  for  those  so  much  larger 
than  myself.  She  already  had  a 
reputation  for  a  ready  temper  and 
several,  after  they  had  made  their 
peace  with  her,  jokingly  showed  me 
scars  that  Ella  had  given  them.  That 
protection  she  offered  not  just  to  me, 
but  felt  it  her  duty  to  protect  all  the 
vulnerable,  ranging  from  first  time 
children  to  wallflower  regulars.  She 
offered  a  good  natured  peace,  which 
she  brought  with  her  to  any  bar  she 
walked  into.  She  would  not  allow 
tension  or  anger  to  exist  in  a  bar  where 
she  had  come  to  enjoy  herself. 

When  they  were  available,  Ella 
would  introduce  me  to  the  johns  she 
trusted.  When  they  weren’t  she  inter¬ 
viewed  anyone  interested  in  me  and 
then  gave  her  blessing  or  refusal  to 
their  offer.  I  recall  one  particularly 
dense  man  who  either  wouldn’t  or 
couldn’t  read  the  clear  message  of 
refusal  on  Ella’s  face.  She  finally  had 
to  knock  sense  into  the  man’s  head 


with  a  beer  bottle. 

But  we  weren’t  totally  committed  to 
the  night  life,  like  so  many  whose  day 
began  at  Eleven  P.M.  In  the  late 
afternoons  Ella  took  me  to  art  galler¬ 
ies,  museum  lectures,  and  films  she 
knew  that  I  should  see.  She  knew  all 
the  gallery  owners  and  talked  Art  with 
them  on  their  level.  This  was  not  street 
knowledge  and  she  forbid  me  to  tell 
anyone  else  about  it.  On  special,  warm, 
sunny  days  we  picnicked  at  the 
Cloisters  —  there  so  often  that  we  were 
almost  part  of  the  exhibits  ourselves. 

But  her  lessons  weren’t  all  on  Art. 
Ella  taught  me  more  about  pride  and 
love  and  caring  that  even  now  I  find 
hard  to  describe. 

Just  as  a  series  of  unexpected 
accidents  brought  us  together,  so  we 
were  separated  arbitrarily  with  no 
forewarning.  I  found  a  steady  john  and 
a  job.  Days  went  by  between  seeing 
each  other,  then  weeks,  then  months.  I 
became  so  guilty  about  not  seeing  her 
for  so  long  that  I  readily  found  excuses 
to  make  the  time  even  longer. 

Finally,  one  day  I  couldn’t  find  her. 
After  an  argument  with  Jackie  she 
packed  up  and  left.  I  suspect  that  she 
left  a  message  for  me  with  Jackie.  But 
if  she  did,  Jackie  never  told  me.  I 
checked  the  bars  and  the  streets  and 
rechecked  them.  I  never  found  her. 
Months  go  by  without  my  thinking  of 
her  in  the  years  that  have  passed.  But 
not  the  many  things  that  she  taught 
me.  That  special  way  of  caring  for 
persons,  of  respecting  my  life  and  my 
loves.  Of  being  my  own  true  person. 
Allowing  myself  the  space  and  freedom 
to  live,  to  truly  live.

A  lot  has  been  written  about 
commitment  and  relationships,  both 
straight  and  gay.  The  beginning  of 
them  and  the  end  <?f  them.  But.  I  have 
never  once  read  any  in-depth  article 
relating  the  incredible  phenomenon 
that  sometimes  comes  to  pass  when  a 
gay  relationship  ceases  to  be.  The 
phenomenon  sometimes  reaches  pro¬ 
portions  that  are  beyond  most  people’s 
understanding  or  willingness  to  under¬ 
stand.  Sometimes  the  ultimate  result  is 
death. 

Before  I  can  begin  to  explain  what 
happens  when  a  gay  relationship 
ceases,  perhaps  I  should  explain  a  little 
about  a  gay  relationship  period,  or  at 
least  what  a  gay  lifestyle  entails. 

No  one  knows  why  one  is  gay  and 
for  the  most  part  no  one  at  this  point 
really  cares.  Some  chose  to  say  it  is  a 
choice.  Others  blame  it  on  their  parents 
or  environment  in  early  childhood  and 
even  some  go  as  far  as  to  put  the  blame 
on  genes.  None  of  that  really  matters. 
What  really  matters  is  that  we’re  here. 
And  having  had  arrived  at  the  point 
where  we  accept  the  fact  that  “gay”  is 
what  we  are,  we  begin  to  act  on  it.  As 
homo-sapiens,  all  of  us  have  the  need 
for  nurturing,  love  and  affection.  Since 
our  only  role-models  are  our  parents,  it 
seems  natural  that  we  should  attempt 
to  develop  a  lifestyle  that  is  somewhat 
similar  to  theirs.  Maybe  not  the  same, 
but  close.  A  relationship,  someone  to 
love.  We  begin  to  seek  out  a  partner. 
Those  that  are  into  long-term  relation¬ 
ships  or  desire  one  seek  partners  that 
are  of  the  same  liking.  Others  may 
settle  for  only  casual  acquaintances 
and  bed  partners.  Let’s  talk  about  the 
ones  that  choose  the  long  commitment. 

In  the  first  place,  anyone  who  begins 
to  look  for  any  relationship  that  is  gay, 
just  rely  on  limited  social  contact. 
Cruising  or  looking  for  anyone  on  the 
streets  is  risky,  and  of  course  im¬ 
practical.  We  therefore  rely  on  the  gay 
bars,  political  meetings,  sometimes  the 
women’s  centers,  or  through  mutual 
friends.  Limited  choice  at  its  best. 
Assuming  that  we  meet  someone  that 
meets  our  needs  and  desires,  we  then 
arrive  at  a  number  of  choices,  all  of 
them  dependent  on  their  present 
lifestyles:  whether  to  move  in  together; 
to  remain  at  home  with  the  parents  and 
sneak  on  the  side;  to  live  separately  so 
as  not  to  stifle  or  because  of  job 
situations  or  general  geographic  loca¬ 
tions.  So  many  choices.  Not  at  all  like 
getting  married  in  a  straight  situation. 
So  many  complications. 

I  have  now  brought  you  to  the 
beginning  of  a  relationship.  The  setting 
up  of  a  two-person  lifestyle  and 
commitment.  I  prefer  to  talk  about 
gays  who  chose  to  live  together.  Most 
of  my  friends  and  contacts  as  well  as 
myself  chose  that  situation.  And  it  is 
from  that  situation  that  I  have  watched 
some  of  my  friends  and  even  myself 
become  so  involved  in  the  relationship 
of  living  together,  that  when  that 
situation  ceases  the  results  are  phe- 
nomonal. 

It  doesn’t  matter  whether  the  rela¬ 
tionship  has  lasted  two  months  or  two 
years,  it  only  varies  the  amount  of 
trauma.  During  my  career  of  being 
gay,  nearly  8  years,  I  have  watched 
dozens  of  gays  self-destruct  on  the 
ending  of  a  relationship.  Two  of  those 
people  were  more  than  just  close 
friends.  For  them  the  world  just  simply 
stopped. 

For  all  the  contacts  that  I’ve  had, 
none  of  them,  to  my  estimation,  even 
realized  where  they  were  going.  One 
day  it  just  got  to  be  too  much.  Their 
overwhelming  sense  of  isolation,  rejec¬ 


tion,  aloneness,  put  them  in  touch  with 
a  bottle  that  ultimately  meant  their 
destruction.  Sometimes  the  bottle  was 
alcohol,  other  times  a  more  potent 
substance.  All  they  wanted  was  a 
period  of  obliteration.  A  period  to 
wipe  out  the  memories  or  their 
feelings.  It  didn’t  matter  whether  any 
of  us  around  them  felt  those  feelings, 
what-mattered  was  that  they  did.  All 
the  arguments  pro  and  con  about  what 
a  person  feels,  ultimately  comes  down 
to  a  personal  comprehension  on  the 
part  of  the  person  who’s  hurting,  not 
their  friends  or  their  counselors. 

Ultimately,  when  a  relationship 
breaks  up,  whether  it  be  straight  or 
gay,  is  the  fact  that  one  person  shall 
feel  rejection.  That’s  the  only  thing  we 
all  have  in  common.  What  the  gay 
person  does  with  rejection  is  heap  it 
onto  all  the  other  rejections  he/she  has 
felt  as  an  oppressed  minority.  Lack  of 
parental  acceptance,  lack  of  commun¬ 
ity  acceptance.  Now  comes  the  isola¬ 
tion.  If  the  person  has  no  family 
acceptance,  or  a  place  to  turn  in  the 
community,  where  do  they  go  for  help? 
Counseling!  That’s  always  the  answer. 
Now  he/she  can  feel  inadequate  to  deal 
with  their  personal  problems.  But  at 
least  they  can  begin  to  talk  about  their 
confusion.  But  counseling  only  lasts  an 
hour.  Temporarily  they  have  stopped 
their  life  for  an  hour  of  discussion.  But 
reality  meets  them  head  on  when  they 
walk  out  that  door.  All  the  talk  in  the 
world  won’t  replace  the  loss  that  they 
have  to  deal  with.  If  they’ve  been  living 
with  someone,  they  now  have  to  deal 
with  separating  the  community  proper¬ 
ty.  No  rights  by  law  or  privilege  by  law. 
If  there’s  a  lot  of  property,  someone 
ultimately  gets  screwed.  How  do  you 
split  a  car  or  house  in  half?  But  more 
important  than  all  of  that  is  the 
realization  that  now  there  is  no  home 
to  return  to.  The  curtains  you  made  for 
the  windows  should  remain  there,  they 
were  made  for  the  house.  The  floor 
you  waxed  or  polished  in  pride  will 
now  be  someone  else’s  care.  The 
bookshelves  that  you  lovingly  built 
must  remain  stationary.  It  would  be 
silly  to  separate  them  from  the  wall. 
And  what  of  the  bed  you  both  slept  in? 
Who  will  take  your  place  there?  And 
who  will  share  the  morning  paper  over 
breakfast?  Now,  you  must  not  return 
to  any  of  that,  but  instead  head  for 
your  newly-rented  barren  room  or 
apartment.  There  are  no  family  or 
friends  to  call.  Your  gay  friends  are  for 
the  most  part  involved  in  their  own 
hassles.  Besides  no  one  wants  to  really 
deal  with  someone’s  misery.  Specially 
when  that  misery  is  too  close  to  home. 

It’s  all  so  superficial.  An  arrange¬ 
ment  was  made,  a  commitment  was 
made.  Promises  for  the  future  and  now 
without  aid  of  counselor  or  facilitator, 
the  ride  is  over.  The  simple  things  that 
you  take  for  granted  are  no  longer 
yours.  If  you  were  a  poor  or  middle- 
class  person  who  fell  in  love  with  a  rich 
person,  you  are  doubly  vacant.  The 
privilege  of  eating  steak  every  night, 
the  privilege  of  having  a  Boston  Globe 
every  morning.  Or  enough  satin  sheets 
to  feel  gloriously  elegant.  The  entire 
circle  of  friends  that  came  with  the 
deal.  People  that  you  ordinarily  had 
nothing  in  common  with  due  to  your 
Financial  status.  What  do  you  do  with 
all  of  that?  I’ve  personally  never  heard 
of  anyone  suffering  from  the  lack  of 
being  poor.  And  what  of  relationships 
that  involve  children  or  animals.  Do 
you  get  visiting  privileges  or  do  you 
just  chalk  it  all  up?  After  all,  there  are 
no  laws. 

Each  year  in  Provincetown,  we  hear 
of  attempted  suicides  or  actual  sui¬ 


cides.  We  hear  of  people  freaking  out 
and  being  hospitalized.  Too  often  that 
is  all  we  hear  or  come  in  touch  with. 
Usually  the  rise  in  such  attempts  or 
final  acts  happen  in  the  fall,  when 
isolation  on  the  Cape  is  at  its  best.  But 
it’s  more  than  that.  It’s  not  just  being 
alone  on  the  holidays  or  getting 
depressed  during  the  dismal  weather. 
It’s  the  realization  that  somehow, 
someone  let  you  down.  You  spent  last 
Christmas  with  your  lover.  You  gave 
them  your  entire  summer.  Now  fall  has 
arrived  and  they  want  out.  You  love 
the  Cape,  you  can’t  go  somewhere  else 
to  live.  The  town  is  so  small  in  the  fall 
and  winter.  How  do  you  avoid  them? 
Do  you  want  to  avoid  them?  Or  are 
they  avoiding  you?  Funny,  you  used  to 
spend  so  much  time  together,  now  they 
can  hardly  spit  out  a  hello  to  you. 
Maybe  you  should  just  ignore  it  all  and 
look  for  someone  else.  Did  anyone  ever 
try  to  find  a  lover  in  the  dead  of  winter 
in  Provincetown?  How  absurd.  So  you 
begin  to  look  forward  to  not  only 
isolation  from  your  past  relationship, 
but  isolation  from  your  coupled-off 
friends.  The  possibility  of  spending 
Thanksgiving  or  Christmas  alone  in  a 
section  of  town  not  far  from  the  busy 
social  life,  the  loving  and  nurturing 
that  was  yours  only  a  month  ago.  It 
would  be  so  nice  to  call  up  Mommy 
and  Daddy  and  explain  your  loss.  It 
would  also  be  the  joke  of  the  year. 

So  what’s  the  message?  I  guess  it’s 


that  we  all  have  a  responsibility  to 
reach  out  to  our  friends  who  are 
suffering  some  loss.  It’s  not  enough  to 
«  let  them  know  you  are  their  friend,  not 
enough  to  spend  some  time  with  them. 
They  are  coming  from  a  place  that  was 
very  busy  not  too  long  ago.  Spending 
every  night  or  day  with  them  will  not 
be  enough.  And  you  .  .  .  the  ex-lover, 
the  one  that  broke  the  bubble.  Do  you 
remember  any  of  your  commitment  or 
love  for  the  person  that  you’re  letting 
down?  Can’t  you  be  human  enough  to 
relate  on  a  friendship  level  at  least? 
And  if  you  were  the  one  providing  all 
the  bread  and  making  your  lover 
dependent  on  you,  can’t  you  afford  to 
continue  some  of  that?  At  least  until 
your  ex  gets  on  their  feet.  After  all,  it’s 
not  just  the  loss  of  another  human 
being  when  a  relationship  breaks  up. 
It’s  culture  shock.  It’s  a  whole  radicali- 
zation  of  lifestyle.  For  some  of  us  it  is 
too  much.  For  some  of  us  the  only 
option  out  of  all  of  that  is  self-destruct. 
I  would  like  to  think  that  maybe  we 
who  are  gay  are  sensitive  enough  to 
understand  all  the  above  implications. 
That  we  care  enough  for  one  another 
to  prevent  ourselves  and  our  friends 
from  suffering  to  oblivion.  All  the 
politics  in  the  world  can’t  stop  the 
personal  hurts.  Laws  can  make  them 
easier.  Acceptance  would  make  it 
easier.  But  more  important  sensitivity 
and  commitment  would  make  it  a 
whole  lot  better. 
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Lesbian /Feminist  Humor  Touches  Lives

Ivy  Bottini  is  woman  power  in 
action.  Her  self-awareness  and  wo¬ 
man’s  struggle  wrapped  up  with  the 
strength  of  her  theatrical  talents  makes 
moving  and  profound  feminist  theater. 
Ivy’s  script  packs  a  concise  message 
about  women  in  today’s  society  and 
'leaves  no  stone  unturned. 

Friday  night’s  show  at  M.I.T.  began 
with  a  rap  about  “certain  words  in  the 
English  language  which  pertain  only  to 
women.  They  have  nothing  to  do  with 
men.  Like:  MENopause,  MENstrua- 
tion,  HIStorectomy.”  The  act  started 
to  take  form  and  direction  with  a  few 
quick  ideas:  “I  said  to  myself,  what 
was  the  hardest  part  of  being  a 
mother?  The  fact  that  I  was  .  .  .  People 
say  gay  women  hate  men.  They  don’t 
have  to:  they  don’t  have  to  live  with 
them.  And  the  best  part  of  living  with 
gay  women  is  the  toilet  seat  is  always 
down.”  Ivy  and  the  predominantly 
women’s  audience  began  warming  up 
to  each  other. 

The  first  skit  was  about  masturba¬ 
tion  (“a  touchy  subject”),  a  romantic 
dinner  by  candlelight,  warm  caresses 
during  the  taxi  ride  home,  ending  with 
the  secure  feeling  of  being  in  bed  with 
someone  you  like.  The  show  goes  on 
with  a  fantasy  of  dropping  a  giant 
condom  over  the  Washington  Monu¬ 


ment,  Ivy’s  impression  of  a  gay  woman 
“telling  her  mother,”  and  a  lesson 
about  the  dangers  of  various  forms  of 
birth  control. 

At  that  point  the  funny  stuff  ceased 
for  a  few  moments  while  Ivy  intro¬ 
duced  the  audience  to  a  new  tampon 
(1000%  more  absorbent!)  that  is 
presently  being  marketed  on  a  test 
basis  in  the  Rochester  area.  As  Ivy 
peeled  off  the  “protective  covering” 
our  eyes  became  glued  in  disbelief  to 
the  overwhelmingly  phallic  design  of 
the  tampon  applicator.  The  rounded 
insertion  end  of  the  applicator  (made 
of  sturdy  plastic)  is  Composed  of  four 
or  five  leaves  which  bend  out  when  the 
tampor  is  forced  through  the  tube. 
Insertion  becomes  hazardous  when  the 
plastic  leaves  break  off  inside  the 
woman.  The  secret  of  more  efficient 
absorption  is  “the  marvelous  little 
sponges,”  says  Ivy  tearing  the  cotton 
off  the  tampon  “which  are  found  to  be 
carcinogenic.  The  carcinogens  dilute 
with  water,”  she  says,  throwing  the 
confetti  into  the  air. 

Getting  back  to  the  laughs,  Ivy 
continues  with  impressions  and  panto¬ 
mime  about  a  Good  Housekeeping 
couple  and  the  diaphragm;  a  visit  to  a 
male  vs.  female  gynecologist;  sugges-

Bread  and  Roses,  Boston’s  woman- 
run  restaurant,  hosted  their  last  eve¬ 
ning  of  Sunday  night  entertainment  for 
this  season  on  June  6.  Jan  Field  and 
Linda  Lachman,  two  talented  and 
unpretentious  women,  were  the  fea¬ 
tured  performers.  They  made  this  last 
evening  one  of  shared  enjoyment  for 
the  women  that  came  by  involving  the 
audience  in  their  act.  Eighty  to  a 
hundred  relaxed  and  happy  women 
joined  voices  with  Jan  and  Linda  in  a 
variety  of  pieces.  Some  were  familiar 
folk  favorites;  others  were  enchant- 
ingly  original. 

Both  women  write  and  compose. 
And  both  are  artistically  above  and 
beyond  the  need  to  imitate.  They  are 
instrumental^  proficient  on  flute, 
recorder,  guitar  and  harmonica.  The 
vocal  harmonies  are  exact  and  pleas¬ 
ant. 

One  of  Jan’s  tunes  seemed  to  be  a 
favorite  of  the  evening.  The  chorus  is  a 
round  and  requires  audience  participa¬ 
tion.  The  verse:  “Bourne  by  the  spirits 
of  sisters’  memories,  those  of  past  and 
those  to  be.”  The  Chorus:  “I  am  a 
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woman  of  all  my  senses;  I  am  the 
rhythm  of  the  wares  in  me.” 

If  you  meet  either  Jan  Field  or  Linda 
Lachman,  ask  her  to  sing  this  one  for 
you.  It’s  a  gift  you’ll  carry  within  you, 
and  one  you’ll  be  proud  to  give  to 
others.

“Cope”:  politics  of  unity,  theatre  of  joy

For  those  of  you  who  like  your 
theatre  reviews  simple  and  direct,  one 
word  will  suffice  for  “Don’t  Bother 
Me,  I  Can’t  Cope”  —  Go! 

Those  of  you  who  are  still  with  me 
may  know  that  the  all-black  musical 
currently  stationed  at  the  Charles 
Playhouse  has  received  a  bundle  of 
awards  and  nominations  since  its  debut 
in  1972.  What  you  can’t  know  until 
you  race  down  to  Warrenton  Street  is 
that  the  show  combines  intelligence, 
social  comment,  and  human  warmth  in 
a  cauldron  that  bubbles  over  with  pride 
and  excitement. 

“Don’t  Bother  Me,  I  Can’t  Cope,” 
written  by  Micki  Grant  and  conceived 
and  directed  by  Vinnett  Carroll,  is 
entertainment  with  a  political  message. 
But  “Cope”  attacks  blithely  and 
hopefully  a  subject  which  many  politi¬ 
cal  theatre  pieces  handle  with  bitterness 
and  cynicism.  How  do  we  resolve  our 
differences  and  live  together  in  unity,  it 
asks.  And  without  resorting  to  alienat¬ 
ing  techniques  or  leaving  the  question 
accusatorial^  in  mid-air,  “Cope”  and 
its  cast  show  us  the  way.  When  the 
rousing  finale,  “Fighting  for  Phar¬ 
aoh,”  surges  through  the  theatre  — 
“If  every  man  in  every  land  reached 
out  his  hand,  we  could  do  some  living 
in  peace”  —  and  inspires  the  audience 
to  do  just  that,  rise  and  reach  out  to 
one  another,  the  effect  is  awesome. 
(Just  imagine  if  this  show  played  the 
United  Nations  Conference  Room!) 

What  goes  before  is  a  shrewd  yet 
joyful  portrait-in-song  of  American 
(and,  only  incidentally,  black)  life  in 
our  times.  The  27  musical  numbers 
cover  an  immense  range  of  ideas  and 
styles,  Ms.  Grant’s  amazingly  diverse 
music  perfectly  matched  to  her  moving 
and  witty  lyrics.  In  a  show  full  of 
standout  tunes  and  two  bona  fide 
showstoppers,  my  favorites  were  the 
gospel-flavored  “So  Little  Time,”  the 
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L.  Edmond  Wesley,  in  “Don’t  Bother 
Charles  Playhouse  Cabaret. 

spunky  “All  I  Need,”  and  the  feminist 
song  set  to  a  calypso  beat,  “Show 
Me  That  Special  Gene”:  “Show  me 
that  special  gene  that  says  I  was 
born  to  make  the  beds/Show  me 
that  special  chromosome  that  says  my 
place  is  in  the  home!” 

The  exuberant  young  ensemble  is 
equally  adept  at  the  plentiful  singing 
and  dancing  “Cope”  demands.  While 
the  solo  performers  in  the  first  act  lack 
a  certain  amount  of  presence,  in  the 
second  act  three  performers  emerge  as 
the  stars  of  the  show:  L.  Edmond 
Wesley,  the  featured  dancer  who 
would  probably  feel  cramped  on  a 
stage  twice  this  size;  exceptional  vocal¬ 
ist  Charlaine  Woodward :  and  especial¬ 
ly  Albert  Bradford.  I  will  never  forget 
the  moment  in  the  show’s  title  song 


Me,  I  Can’t  Cope,”  now  playing  at  the 

when,  hassled  by  a  social  worker  at  the 
unemployment  office,  this  large, 
fearsome-looking  woman  responds 
with  a  sweet  but  menacing  smile, 


“Don’t  vex  me,  madam!” 

Its  musical  excellence  and  simple 
humanity  make  “Don’t  Bother  Me, 
Can’t  Cope”  a  show  that  can  be  seen 
again  and  again.  And  here  is  living 
proof  that  a  show  created  from  the 
experience  of  a  minority  need  not  be 
limited;  Micki  Grant  has  written  for 
and  about  all  of  us.  As  a  colleague  at 
GCN  noted,  “Shewey,  if  someone 
would  write  a  gay  ‘Don’t  Bother  Me,  I 
Can’t  Cope,”  you’d  have  your  great 
gay  play.” 


The  intensely-anticipated  “Tribute 
to  Helen  Hayes”  at  the  Shubert  last 
week  was  not  exactly  a  fiasco,  but  it 
was  a  big  disappointment.  The  event, 
staged  as  a  benefit  for  the  nascent 
Mass.  Center  Repertory  Co.,  featured 
too  much  music  (including  an  execra¬ 
ble  30-minute  medley  of  the  songs  of 
understandably  oft-neglected  compos¬ 
er  Harold  Arlen)  and  not  enough  stars. 
The  program  sounded  like  the  Oscars 
(weak  jokes,  wooden  script)  only 
worse.  The  highlight  of  the  evening 
was  Ms.  Hayes’  extemporaneous  clos¬ 
ing  speech;  despite  the  extravagant, 
even  embarrassing  accolades  that  had 
been  heaped  on  her  all  evening,  Ms. 
Hayes’  humbleness  and  sense  of 
wonder  somehow  made  the  whole 
tacky  tribute  worthwhile.  It  made  me 
wish  they  had  just  let  Helen  go  on 
alone  for  90  minutes.  She  could  have 
rambled  on  about  pumpkin  patches, 
and  I’m  sure  no  one  would  have 
complained.  Anyway,  the  reception 
afterward  at  the  Copley  Plaza  was  fun. 
An  enormous  gay  contingent  was  in 
attendance,  and  the  big  stars  —  Ms. 
Hayes,  The  Harrises  (Julie  and  Rose¬ 
mary),  and  Colleen  Dewhurst  —  were 
available  for  autographs  and  dirty 
jokes.  After  a  listless  evening,  it  was  a 
smashing  climax. 
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tions  for  turning  off  rapists  and  park 
bench  vermin;  and  “How  I  Learned 
about  Menstruation.”  The  audience, 
both  women  and  men,  were  rolling 
with  laughter.  Tears  were  streaming 
from  my  eyes,  and  I  struggled  to  regain 
my  composure  for  the  final  segment  of 
the  non-stop  two-hour  performance. 

The  “Everywoman  Section”  was 
dedicated  to  Ivy’s  mother.  Overhead 
lights  were  turned  off;  the  spot  light 
was  turned  on  Ivy  as  she  conveyed  the 
story  of  being  a  woman  from  day  one 
’til  life  is  gone.  The  all-too-familiar 
story  of  a  naive  and  ambitious  female 
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“Bizarre  and  beautiful...

youth  growing  up  with  disillusionment, 
and  woman’s  pains,  and  woman’s 
places  (home,  kitchen,  children,  etc.) 
was  acted  out  with  feather-like  sensiti¬ 
vity.  Again  tears  flowed  in  the  audi¬ 
ence. 

*  The  everyday,  real-life  situations  of 
women  rarely  seem  as  funny  or  as 
touching  as  the  exceptional  skill  of  Ivy 
Bottini  has  portrayed  them,  yet  she  is 
‘artistic  enough  that  every  woman  can 
identify  with  her.  At  last  we  have 
a  feminist  humorist  and  a  healthy, 
positive  model  in  the  entertainment 
world  of  a  lesbian  comedienne.
